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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is in response to the amendment filed March 10, 2009. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 11-16 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for allowance: 

In a press belt comprising drain grooves extending along a belt travel direction and lands 
positioned therebetween and extending along the belt travel direction, the prior art does not 
disclose or suggest a land having an upper surface which is curved upwardly and comprises a 
linear part on top as a transverse sectional configuration along a belt width direction, wherein the 
relation between the width "s" of the linear part and the width "W" of the land is s/W < 0.5. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed March 10, 2009 have been considered. 
The rejection of claims 6 and 10 over Romanski (US 7,374,640) set forth previously has 
been rendered moot by cancellation.
